Hence, the fact that the Talent- 
ed Tenth among Negroes “‘identi- 
fy with” Nixon is no phenome- 
non. It fits the over-all pattern. 
What is important to both Ken- 
nedy and Nixon is what happens 
to the smal! business people, 
white and Negro. 


Six Cities 
A recent poll, no more and no 
less reliable than dozens of oth- 


ers, has been taken in six cities | 
by Nixon staff workers. The cities | 


are New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Detroit, Cleveland and 
Los Angeles. It reveals, to their 
great satisfaction, that in addi- 
tion to the aforementioned Tal- 
ented Tenth, the small Negro 
businessman or woman, the bar- 
bers, beauticians, grocers, et cet- 
era, are tending to “identify 
with” Nixon. Their reason is 
taxes. They will be no better off 
under a Republican president, 
but they are heeding the oldest 
political instinct, the pocketbook 
squeeze. 


Also, in these same cities most 
of the Protestant Negro minis- 
ters are fearful of a Catholic in 
the White House. In this they fol- 
low their opposite numbers in 
the South. Between them they 
may cause a considerable shift 
of votes which were for Eisen- 
hower in 1952 and 1956. 


But the point of all this is that 
early polls show that suburbia 
still finds the Republican label 
a more satisfactory status sym- 
bol. In some cities where an- 
cestor worship and status seeking 
are more pronounced, there are 
suburban clubs which are diffi- 
cult to get into if one is not a 
Republican. This is true, for ex- 
ample, in Richmond. 


All of this, if sustained by the 
election returns in November, 
would indicate that it was not so 
much that Mr. Eisenhower was 
popular with suburbanites, but 
that he represented the status 
most desirable to “‘identify with.” 


The pollsters also are busy on 
the effect of the postponed con- 
gressional session on the much 
examined mind of the voter. The 
Nixon experts do not think it pro- 
duced much of anything of a di- 
rect nature. The people didn’t 
pay too much attention to it.

a court fight said the child’s for- 
mer parents whisked her away 
at gunpoint Monday, the sheriff's 
office reported. 

“We've had not luck in picking 
up the trail,’’ Dade County Sheriff 
Allison Blevins said late Monday 
night. 


Blevins quoted the child’s foster 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Pat- 
terson, as saying that James and 
Mary Broyles, both about 35, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, accompanied by 
an unidentified man, grabbed the 
girl, Dorothy Ann, from the home 
at about 10:30 a.m. 


“Mrs. Patterson and her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Bernard Doyle, said 
they were in the house when the 
three of them drove up,” the 
sheriff said. “The two men were 
armed and threatened to kill the 
women if they didn’t turn the 
child over to them,” the sheriff 
was told. 

The three carried the kicking, 
screaming youngster from the 
house and headed for their car 
with Mrs. Patterson and Mrs. 
Doyle screaming and crying be- 
hind them. Blevins reported. 

The two women said they got 
the fleing automobile’s license 
number and it was later identi- 
fied as belonging to Harold 
Broyles of Chattanooga, brother of 
the girl’s father.

If we hurry it will be the peace- 
ful revolution the Act of Bogota out- 
lines. If we don’t hurry it will follow the 
bloody outline laid down by Marx and 
Engels, Lenin, Stalin and Khrushchev— 
or Mao.

Ouster of Lumumba Is 


Must for Congo Peace 


The United Nations appears to be mak- 
ing progress in efforts to restore order 
to the Congo. U.N. troops finally have 
been given authority by Pres. Joseph 
Kasavubu, who, after weeks of staying 
in the background, has come forth to 
challenge Soviet-controlled Premier Pa- 
trice Lumumba. 


Kasavubu twice has dismissed Lu- 
mumba and for a time yesterday the 
latter was under arrest. The president, 
exercising his authority as chief of state, 
has formed a new cabinet with Joseph 
leo, moderate speaker of the Senate, to 
replace Lumumba. Leaning heavily on 
Soviet support, Lumumba has refused to 
accept Kasavubu’s degree. 


Meanwhile, the U.N. Security Council 
wrestles with the problem of rival dele- 
gations sent by Kasavubu and Lumumba. 
Since Lumumba has demonstrated his ing 
competence and an extraordinary ability 
to create chaos, the U.N. will have to cast 
its lot with Kasavubu. Both the United 
States and the U.N. now know they can- 
not work with Lumumba. 


The power struggle between Kasa- 
vubu and Lumumba in reality is a strug- 
gle by the Soviet Union to achieve domi- 
nation of the Congo. After supporting 
the U.N. resolution to restore order, the 
Russians have poured in planes, trucks, 
advisers and propaganda to support Lu- 
mumba. 

World opinion—including the nations 
of Africa—support the United Nations. 
Whatever it takes to restore order and 
to circumvent the Soviets must be done— 
with full backing -of the United States.

He is more articulate than eith-

Grand Jury Reviews the Record (Nov.-Dec. 1959 Presentments) 


“This Grand Jury has reviewed the status of the 
special Fulton County investigation into State Gov- 
ernment irregularities commenced in the summer of 
1958, and wish to commend without reservation 
Solicitor General Paul Webb for his organization of 
the investigation and the leadership he has given it. 
Mr. Webb and his staff, and Mr. Cadenhead and the 
special investigators selected to work in the investiga- 
tién have exemplified the highest type of dedicated 
public service.*** 


“A total of 16 cases have been disposed of. It 
should be emphasized, and re-emphasized, that these 
cases involve perfidious conduct of state officials 
heretofore inconceivable to the minds of citizens, and 
amount to an absolute breach of trust and total dis- 
regard for the right of the taxpayers. 


“Of the 16 cases placed on trial, an unbelievable 
number have entered pleas of guilty and nolo con- 
tendere, thus requiring the imposition of a sentence. 
Eleven of the persons under indictment have thus far 
entered such pleas. When such a large segment of 
officials enter such pleas to charges made against 
them, the effective work of the investigators is obvious 
to everyone. 


“Human experience dictates that persons charged 
with such conduct will contest the charges unless they 
are certain that the investigators have left no avenue

for escape. Such thorough investigation, resulting in 
convincing even the defendants that they will be con- 
victed if placed on trial, have saved the county untold 
expense in the trying of this large number of cases.*** 


“From the number of cases thus disposed of, 
there are seven persons under prison sentences ranging 
from 1 to 28 years. All of these are actually in prison 
at present with the exception of two, whose convictions 
are on appeal. Fines totaling $17,500 have been im- 
posed and paid. Sentences, in some instances, have 
been probated or suspended on condition that all 
taxes, including penalty and interest, and amounting 
to several hundred thousand dollars, be paid.*** 


“A study of the statistics will show, first, the 
decadent condition of our State Government when 
the investigation was commenced, and, second, the 
deligence and decication of the investigators and 
prosecutors in bringing those responsible for this con- 
dition to the bar of justice.*** 


“The Grand Jury wishes to express its thanks to 
Solicitor General Paul Webb and his able staff for 
the courteous and helpful assistance given us during 
our term.
